hotne, has been the Weed Point of 
Mexico. 
When General Bcott had taken the 
place by storm and General Rrayo 
had aurrendered, a Mexican cadet only 
fifteen years old, teeing the ting of hit 
country In peril, most of hit comrades 
being already alaln. climbed the flag­ 
staff, tore the banner from Its place, 
wound It around hta body and slid 
down, intending to plunge over the pre­ 
cipice, lo order to save the colors from 
falling Into the hands of the enemy. 
That act of heroism being frustrated, 
the brave hoy, with the banner still 
wrapped about him, fought until he 
was cut In pieces
